A SSEM BLY! ACTED LEGALLY 


Such Is the Ruling o f Co urt in Case 
Inv o lv ing Sulzer. 
Albany , N. Y., Sept. 12.—The state 
assembly acted legally when it v oted 
to impeach Gov ernor William Su lzer 
on the morning of Au g. 13, and after 
the 
articles 
of 
impeachment 
were 
adopted by a majority v ote of the 
members elected to the assembly the 
prerogativ es of the chief ex ecu tiv e of 
New* York state wore transferrred au ­ 
tomatically from Gov ernor Su lzer to 
Lieu tenant Gov ernor Martin H. Gly nn, I 
who remains as acting gov ernor u ntil1 
the senate passes u pon the gu ilt or 
innocence of Gov ernor Su lzer. 
A decision lay ing down those prin­ 
ciples of law’ was annou nced by Su ­ 
preme Cou rt Ju stice G. D. TY. Has­ 
brou ck at Kingston, in the habeas cor­ 
pu s proceedings institu ted to compel 
the New’ York city au thorities to hon­ 
or Gov ernor Su lzer’s pardon of Joseph 
G. Robin, the banker conv ict. Ju stice 
Hasbrou ck held that Gov ernor Su lzer 
was withou t power to grant the par­ 
don. qu ashed the writ, and ordered 
Robin sent back to the New York pen­ 
itentiary on IYlackwell’s Island.

The second was the story told by a 
y ou ng man in TYrookly n who thinks 
his sister was the v ictim of a married 
phy sician with whom she was infatu ­ 
ated. 
Another dev elopment wras the 
establishm ent of the fact that the part 
of a leg fou nd at Keansbu rg, N. J., be­ 
longed to the mu rdered woman’s body . 
The clu e which occu pied most of the 
detectiv es’ time was the statem ent of 
Casper Janin that the birthm arks on 
the torso in the Hoboken morgu e were 
the same as those which were on his 
wife’s body . 
"I am su re the body in the morgu e 
is that of my wife," Janin told the po­ 
lice after v iewing the body . 
"I know, 
becau se she had those birthmarks. Her 
m other had them and ou r six -y ear-old 
child also has them.

“I married my wife, w ho w’as a Span­ 
ish girl, in Barcelona abou t sev en 
y ears ago. 
In May , 19 12, she left me 
and came to this cou ntry . 
I went to 
Tu rin, where I became a chau ffeu r. 
Then, abou t a y ear ago, I came to New 
York to look for her. I fou nd her final­ 
ly , liv ing with a man of had repu ta­ 
tion. 
The m an's name w’as Vincenzo 
Planells. 
I su cceeded in making her 
come back to me, bu t on Au g. 25 she 
again left me and went to this man. 
Later I called and asked him where 
my wife was. He told me that she had 
left, bu t w’ou ld not tell me where she 
was.”

Thaw, doesn't try to conceal the fact 
that he thinks there is a plot on among 
these hot-headed -people from Coati­ 
cook, and that if they are giv en half 
a chance they will try to ru sh Thaw 
hack across the border and Into the 
heav ily wooded Megantic hills, where 
8 00 French-Canadian lu mber jacks are 
stewing ov er Thaw’’s hard lu ck. There 
are tw’o high-powered au tomobiles in 
town, which Kelley saj’s are here for 
no good pu rpose. 
Thaw will be taken 
before Police Ju dge Carr today to 
plead to the w arrant charging conspir­ 
acy on which he is held. 
The opinion 
ex ists here that Ju dge Carr, by com­ 
mon consent of all the lawy ers con­ 
cerned, will then remand Thaw to jail 
at Lancaster to aw ait ex tradition pro­ 
ceedings before Gov ernor Felker.

Washington, Sept. 12.—On a war­ 
rant charging him with hav ing imper­ 
sonated a federal officer, Dav id Lamar, 
“the w’olf of Wall street,” w’as arrest­ 
ed here last ev ening. 
This action 
w’as based on the indictment handed 
down by the federal grand ju ry in New’ 
York abou t six weeks ago. 
Lam ar was immediately arraigned 
before a United States commissioner 
and was released on $3,000 bail.

fight will immediately begin in the 
cou rts of the District of Colu mbia for 
the ex tradition of Lam ar to New’ York 
state for trial. 
It is fifty -eight day s since Mr Lam ar 
was indicted in New’ York, and the im­ 
pression here is that President Wil­ 
son took a hand in the situ ation. The 
president, it is u nderstood, has been 
stirred by the reports that Lam ar and 
his friends hav e been promoting the 
agitation in congress against Attorney 
General McRey nolds on accou nt of his 
action in indorsing the Union Pacific- 
Sou thern Pacific dissolu tion plans. 


JAPAN M AKES HER DEMANDS 


And if China Do esn’t Accede, Wo rse 
Will Be Co ming . 
Peking. Sept. 12.—The Chinese gov ­ 
ernm ent has receiv ed the demands of 
Japan growing ou t of the killing of 
sev eral Japanese at Nankin by Chi­ 
nese soldiers and the stringing u p by 
the thu mbs for six hou rs of a Japanese 
lieu tenant at Hankow. 
The demands 
also specify the imprisonment of a 
Japanese officer for two day s at Shat- 
nu ng and the insu lt to the Japanese 
flag at Nankin. 
For these griev ances 
Japan dem ands an apology , the pu nish­ 
m ent of those gu ilty of killing the Jap­ 
anese at Nankin and an indemnity for 
the relatov es of the latter. 
The Jap­ 
anese legation say s u nless these de­ 
mands are complied with promptly , 
Japan will take whatev er action she 
may think necessary to enforce them.

tu rned soon after noon. 
The defense made a hard fight, and 
clu ng to the pica of self-defense, on 
the grou nd that Hitch was in the act 
of drawing a rev olv er when Brocc.il 
fatally shot him. 
In the closing ar­ 
gu m ents Harv ey Harmon state's af- 
torney , made a strong plea for the 
death penalty as pu nishm ent for tho 
crime.
